Immediately following this ac- 
tion, the Philadelphia District of 
the LL.D. issued an appeal to all 
working class organizations to 
carry the fight straight to Governor 
Pinchot’s door at Harrisburg, where 
delegates representing the Commu- 
nist Party, the Unemployel Coun- 
cils; the Provisional Committee of 
Struggle for Negro Rights, and 
others will demand of the Governor
